Use of the Highways. 
The recommendation by Governor 
Don ahey and L. A. Boulayj state high 
way director, of a gasoline tax in Ohio 
makes the result of a survey of this 
raving: plan, conducted by the Vermont 
state chamber of commerce and p r i o ­ 
ri in Good Roads of value to m otor­ 
ists. 
The survey warmly 
indorses 
the 
gasoline tax as a “popular tax." Thirty 
five states had adopted it in 1923, 16 
>f which began gasoline taxation dur­ 
ing that year. 
In M assachusetts, the 
36th state, the act passed by the legis­ 
lature favoring gasoline taxation was 
•i wa it in cr 
approval 
by 
referendum, 
when the survey was completed. 
The survey attributes the .popularity 
of the tax to these causes: 
“It has 
been regarded first as the fairest way 
to collect additional funds for roads 
from road users: 
second, as the most 
reasonable method for obtaining the 
hulk of automobile taxation; third, as 
an increasingly productive and a satis- 


t factory tax.” 
I 
“Among the 35 gasoline tax states,’’ 
the survey states, “one 
group 
has 
: placed the emphasis 
upon this 
new 
I form of taxation as the fairest way to 
i collect “funds in addition 
to 
other 
taxes on automobiles. 
A nother group 
may he considerably enlarged in the „ 
near future, adopts 
the new 
tax in 
lieu of other taxes and reduces the 
licenses fee to a more or less nominal 
amount, but aims to insure a total in­ 
come adequate to meet the needs of 
progressive road programs.” 
“Sixteen states accepted 
the 
doc­ 
trines that he who uses the road shall 
pay toll according to the extent of his 
ice of it,” the survey says. “The hest 
rn 
ballism to measure this use and 
the resulting damage due to the road 
ii the m eter of the gasoline tax, which 
more accurately than any other practi 
cal device 
m easures 
distance, speed 
and weight. Only thus can be secured 
the goods roads that road users are 
crying for, and on the mainly traveled 
routes, the “superroads" that modern 
traffic and 
modern 
business 
make 
necessary.” 


Tmler the interpretation placed upon 
the gasoline tax by 
the 
survey, 
an 
actual saving to the m otorist, rather 
than an expenditure, results from this 
form of taxation. 
In the states which 
have a gasoline tax the rates as list­ 
ed in the survey 
are from 
one 
to 
three cents tax on the gallon. 
In pre­ 
senting a referendum for the substi­ 
tution of a 
2 cent tax in New York 
state, with a nominal license fee of 
$3, it was said: 
"This .plan will raise 
the sam e am ount of money as was 
formerly raised from the license plate 
tax and it will not increase the bur­ 
den of taxation, but will 
he 
a fairer 
distribution of that burden.”
